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Elementary students gain experience ‘on the job’

You might say the daily “work” of 
children is going to school. For East 
Jordan fourth-graders, the daily grind 
of that job was relieved a bit by sending 
them — of all places — to work. 

A new program called School-to- 
Work was developed through the co- 
operation of elementary school counse- 
lor Mary Murray, Char-Em Intermedi- 
ate School District vocational career 
technical assistant Mary Gaudard, the 
East Jordan Elementary teaching staff, 
and local businesses. 

Gaudard initiated the program be- 
cause, as she explained to the East Jor- 
dan School Board at the Nov. 20 meet- 
ing, “I was looking for ways the stu- 
dents can become involved in the com- 
munity.” 

Gaudard and Murray wanted to put 
tugether a strong, well-prepared project 
before presenting it to the students, so 
they spent time working together de- 
veloping criteria. The intent was to pro- 
vide an initial visit with local busi- 
nesses that may eventually be followed 
by such career choice experiences as 
shadowing (spending time at a work 
place) by individual students, or later 
CO-op or intern experiences. 

“We wanted the program to be part of 
the curriculum, we wanted to keep it 
small, and we wanted to do it right the 
first time,” explained Gaudard. “We 
also wanted to make it a positive expe- 
rience for the businesses involved.” 

Gaudard and Murray prepared an 
outline of possible topics for each busi- 
ness contact to discuss with the visiting 
students. They also provided a timed 
schedule. 

The next step, Murray explained, was 
to prepare the students. 


“We worked with the kids on social 
skills and what to expect at each visit,” 
said Murray. 

The first school-to-work experience 
for the students was actually a work-to- 
school visit by Tad Malpass of the East 
Jordan Iron Works. He came as a guest 
to participating classrooms to prepare 
students for their visit to the foundry. 

School-to-Work visits by the students 
have been to a diverse spectrum of East 
Jordan businesses, from the Iron Works 
to the city-marina, an insurance busi- 
hess to a hair-styling business. 

Two young visitors to the school board 
meeting were enthusiastic about their 
experiences “on the job.” 

“At East Jordan Iron Works I learned 
you have to be able to use a computer 
for a lot of things,” said Whitney 
Hershberger. “Some of this stuff helped 
me get a badge in Girl Scouts, too!” 

“At the harbor we learned how the 
boats that come in get filled up with 
gas,” reported Whitney’s classmate 
Ryanne McClung. 

Both girls said they discovered that 
the computer, math and science skills 
they are learning in school are impor- 
tant for many different careers they 
might choose. 

Gaudard and Murray applauded the 
efforts made by the participating busi- 
nesses. 

“All the businesses were very good at 
tying together the similarities between 
school and job, such as arriving on 
time, and turning in work on time,” said 
Gaudard. 

“The students also learned that get- 
ting along with people is important 
everywhere,” added Murray. 

The program also provides follow- 
up, including a short worksheet on which 


the students describe their visit and

EJ woman still missing

An East Jordan mother of four re- 
mained missing Nov. 27, as the East 
Jordan Police Department continues to 
search for clues. 

South Arm Township resident Aimee 
Melissa Bell, 25, disappeared Nov. 18. 
She was last seen at Glen’s Market that 
day, around 1 p.m., when her husband 
Robert Bell dropped her off there. 

Robert Bell reported her missing 
about 24 hours later, on Nov. 19. The 
couple have four children. 

Police chief Jerry Alward said the 
woman was seen around town Nov. 18, 
with East Jordan resident Donald 
Young, 38, in a 1980 rust-colored Ford 


Fairmont. According to Alward, the 


witnesses who reported seeing Bell with 
Young said she appeared to be with him 
voluntarily. 

The police are leaning toward that 
conclusion as well, but Alward empha- 
sized the investigation will continue. 


“We're treating it as a missing per- 
son, but it’s possible it’s a voluntary 


disappearance,” said Alward. “The in- _ 


vestigation will continue until we’re 
positive one way or another.” 


Bell is a white female with blue eyes 


and blonde hair. She is 5 feet, 5 inches 
tall, and weighs 140 pounds. Anyone 
with information about the disappear- 
ance is asked to contact the East Jordan

Foundation’s youth 
fund gets a boost 


Charlevoix County youngsters have re- 
ceived an early holiday gift, one that will 
continue to benefit them for many years to 
come. 

A $300,000 grant from the W.K. Kellogg 
Foundation will become part of the 
Charlevoix County Community 
Foundation’s youth fund, a permanent en- 
dowment that’s set aside to support pro- 
gram and projects for young people. 

To qualify for the Kellogg grant, the 
community foundation raised $600,000 in 
local donations over the past year. In 1992, 
Kellogg pledged to match 50 cents for 
every local dollar the foundation collected 
over a five-year period, up to $1 million. 

To date, the Charlevoix County Commu- 
nity Foundation has received $703,000 in 
Kellogg matching grants. 

“This is just terrific for our community 
and ourkids,” said Vel Kammermann, com- 
munity foundation president. “We're build- 
ing asignificant fund that can help us enrich 
the lives of families and children well into 
the next generation.” 

According to Robert Tambellini, who 
serves as executive director of the commu- 
nity foundation, the Kellogg challenge has 
acted asa strong incentive to encourage 
local support. 

“Our donors are amazed and delighted 
when they discover their contribution can 
almost double in value through matching 
gifts like Kellogg’s,” Tambellini said. “They 
see this as a permanent investment in chil- 
dren and a gift that can go to work.on behalf 
of young people right away.” 

The Youth Advisory Committee has al- 


ready helped a variety of programs in the _ 


area to the tune.of $21,500 so far. Another 
$14,000 is ready to be given out before the 
end of this year. Programs that. have -re- 
ceived youth grants include Raven Hill 
Discovery Center, the D.A.R.E. drug pre- 
vention program, a youth theater program 


of the Jordan River Arts Council, a sexual 
assault prevention project of the Women’s _ 


Resource: Center, and a number of recre- 


_. ational, environmental awareness, health; 


and education programs. 

A Youth Advisory Committee, made up 
of three students from each of the county’s 
high schools, oversees the special fund and 
participates in grantmaking decisions. YAC 
members regularly survey their peers, talk 
to teachers, and study existing nonprofit 
organizations to learn more about what 
kinds of services and activities are needed. 

Only interest income is used to make 
youth grants, so the endowment can con- 
tinue to grow over the years. 

Youth participation is an important com- 
ponent of the community foundation’s work, 
explained Tambellini. 

“The whole idea of community founda- 
tions is about investing in the future. This Is 
a way for our young people to help shape 
the world they’ll live in. In the process, they 
learn the value of philanthropy, 
volunteerism, and leadership.” 

The W.K. Kellogg Foundation was es- 
tablished in 1930 to “help people help them- 
selves.” As a private grantmaking organi- 
zation, it provides seed money to organiza- 
tions and institutions that have identified 
problems and designed constructive action 
programs aimed at finding community so- 
lutions. 

The Charlevoix County Community Foun- 
dation was started in 1992 by a group of civic 
leaders from throughout the area, The chari- 
table organization receives donations from 
individuals, families, and organizations and 
manages them in a permanent trust. Invest- 


- ment income is used to fund a variety of 


educational, human service, health, civic 
and cultural programs in the county.

people and pets from the affected area: 
Unless life safety is involved to someone 
being trapped inside, calling the fire de- 


‘partment is not necessary. 


The CO detector should not be con- 
fused with the smoke detector. In most 
areas it is better to contact the utility 
company that supplies your fuel or a 
professional that installs and maintains 
fuel burning appliances in your home. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning can kill 
you. The initial symptoms of CO are 
similar to the flue (but without fever). 
They include: dizziness, fatigue, head- 
ache, nausea, and irregular breathing. 
Remember, if you have any of these symp- 
toms and you feel they are related to 
carbon monoxide poisoning, you should 
seek medical treatment immediately.
